Another oldie that’s been used successfully on other pix: Newspaper and stores co- 
operate, with paper giving description of Times Square Playboy who'll appear in certain 
stores at certain times. You give ducats to first few who identify him at each store.

Film is adapted from famous George M. Cohan 
stage hit. Newspaper morgue could supply you 
with photos of him which, when blown up would 
fit in very nicely with front and lobby displays. 
Another angle would be to plant some stories on 
him which tie in your picture. And if you use 
spot announcements don’t forget to include his 
name in the plugs. 


SPORTS SCRIBES ANGLE 


June Travis has often traveled with Chicago 
White Sox ball team. (Her father, Harry Grabi- 
ner, is an executive of club.) If you invite sports 
editor down to see pic, he may remember her 
and bang out a feature on the gal. Same goes 
even if he doesn’t remember. You can get dope 
on her from publicity section.

take a test when she came to Hol- 
lywood again. When she came with 
her family on their next jaunt to 
the coast, June was surprised they 
remembered. The test turned out 
well, and here is where the
